1 . IN MEETING FEBRUARY 19 FOREIGN MINISTRY US AFFAIRS 
DIRECTOR GEYER RAISED THE QUESTION OF PERMISSION FOR 

GDR EMBASSY WASHINGTON TO OPERATE A RADIOTELETYPE. GEYER 
SAID THE GDR CONSIDERS THAT THE MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING
